Nature. | shudder to think of what history may say about the people of my genera- 
tion and the treatment we have accorded the great natural gifts which should be 
shared by all generations. Too readily we have seen them as something to be ex- 
ploited rather than as treasures on loan for a season. 

One cannot help but look with admiration and wonder upon the mechanical 
achievements of our time. Technology has accomplished wonders, but technology 
is not going to solve all mankind's problems and the most amazing of man’s 
machinery must still pale in comparison with the working parts of a human body or 
that of a mouse or a tree or a flower. | share with some of my Indian friends the 
conviction that man can live apart from nature only at his peril, and that many of 
the ills of today stem from the attempt to live divorced from the natural community 
of which we are so much a part. 

My challenge to young people today is to recognize and accept the role of 
stewardship in the great House of Nature — which is God's real House, and find 
the best of all rewards in working to leave that House with the least possible 
deterioration. | think of the young Greeks of more than 2.000 years ago who, when 
coming up to age of citizenship took an oath that their highest purpose would be to 
work to leave Athens better than they found it. My highest purpose must be to 
work to leave the great inheritance in the House of Nature at least as good as | 
found it. Such a purpose must sharpen my concern for fellow humans, non-human 
animals, forests, grass, water, air, oil, gas, scenery, mineral ores, and even my own 
body for which | sense moral responsibility. Perhaps a new concept of Peace on 
Earth will come with a new determination to live in harmony not only with fellow 
man but with all the components of that great House. | hope that there will be 
many young people at Strathcona Composite High and elsewhere who will stand 
with me in asserting for a greater understanding and feeling of kinship in the entire 
community of Nature.

One just had to read over 
the previous valedictories to see a literary prowess complete with linguistic gym- 
nastics that | could never hope to equal. So please bear with me. 

A valedictorian, | am informed, speaks for the three hundred or so who are 
graduating. He. or she, is to express the thoughts held by most of the graduands 
on that most happy day, graduation. | am flattered. very flattered, to think that | am 
expected to read the minds of three hundred hopefully varying personalities

What was London like when William Shakespeare went there? Who were the 
people he wrote for, the people he lived with? How was he affected by the city? 

The city that lay downstream and across the river from the beautiful homes 
and well-kept orchards of Lambeth was sprawling, disorderly and inelegant. Lon- 
don was slovenly yet exciting, sordid yet vital, callous yet deeply religious. The 
combination of soap factories and tanneries, slaughterhouses and muckheaps 
made the city more discernible to the nose than to the eye. It was for this that the 
Dowager Duchess of Norfold suggested to Cardinal Wolsey that ‘vinegar, 
wormwood, rosewater, and crumbs of brown bread is very good and comfortable 
to put in a linen cloth to smell unto your nose.” 

The city was dominated by its three medieval landmarks, the Gothic spire of 
St. Paul’s Cathedral, London Bridge with its cluster of shops and its drawbridge. 
and that ancient symobol of royal authority, the Tower of London. 

The major streets were paved with sand, gravel. and cobblestones: but the 
network of alleys and byways remained a mixture of rubble, dirt, and mud. A single 
gutter or open channel divided the lesser streets, while the main roads like 
Westchepe and Cornhill had double drains dividing the street into three sections 
with vendors stalls located in the middle part. 

The mental picture of medieval streets, narrow, dark, and torturous is only 
partly correct. London had its broad avenues. As late as the reign of Henry VIII 
Chepeside was a place for jousting and tournaments — if you could persuade un- 
willing merchants to vacate the field. 

The growth of the city was essentially accidental and random, the result of 
centuries of avarice and generations of thoughtless activity. Portable sheds tended 
to become cherished and vested rights. Broad highways were transformed to 
narrow lanes by the gradual encroachment of eager artisans anxious to establish 
permanent shops adjacent to their homes. 

The city was constantly shifting and changing. so that by Elizabethan times 
the old names had lost their meaning. Ironmongers Lane no longer housed the 
iron trade. the hosiers had long since forsaken Hosier Lane to invade Cordwayner 
Street, while the drapers had removed to Candlewick Street. 

Houses originally designed as one storey dwellings now rose three and four 
levels, effectively shutting out both light and air. 

These are only the physical aspects of the town in which William 
Shakespeare found himself. But it is the mentality of the Londoners that | am in- 
terested in. How could his everyday environment not come out in his work? It must 
be that the temper of the times is reflected in his words. 

During the day London was a mosaic of clashing colors. Hose and doublet 
tended to be gaudy if not overly clean. Servants wore the bright livery of their 
master. Those who could not read or write advertised themselves and their wares 
with armoral signs and heraldic beasts. Shops and pubs were known by the swing- 
ing signs above the door. (Finally the city elders had to limit the extent that these 
signs could extend into the street to seven feet.) 

In a life that for so manv remained short and savage, the dramatic design of 


clothing, the clash of vivid hues and the rich splendor of pageantry was a 
necessary antidote to an otherwise squalid and drab existance. 

Holy days became holidays, with girls dancing in the streets and young ap- 
prentices practicing with shield and club. A royal entrance into the city was a 
matter of meticulous planning, and even a funeral would be guaranteed to lure the 
curious housewife, the idle merchant, and of course, the pickpocket and thief. 

For all its display and sumptuous pageantry, London remained a place of 
dark violence and callous crime. “Wild rogues” armed with picklocks, saws, hooks 
and ladders nightly roamed the streets bent on vandalism, murder and brutality. 
The little band of constables, numbering only 240, could not possibly equal the 
city’s cut-purses, professional beggars, starving vagrants, and prostitutes. 

The two outstanding groups in the town were the apprentices and the 
students at the Inns of Court. Both were desperately poor, readily incited into 
senseless riots, and easily excited by stories of witches and devils. Narrow, pre- 
judiced and intolerant of anything un-English, they made life miserable and at 
times dangerous for foreign travellers and merchants, who unanimously agreed 
that the brutish Londoners were second to “none in disrespect, out-landishness, 
boorishness, savagery, and bad bringing-up”. 

For most of these people life was centered in London, and their horizons 
penned in by ignorance and incredulity. City dwellers were naive enough to believe 
that the charcoal that arrived daily on barges up the Thames was grown on trees in 
some distant part of the country. 

The slightest argument or the most casual encounter could become a situa- 
tion of violence and crime. 

One case is cited. On a June evening a tailor and a law clerk ‘both very lewd 
fellows” fell out over a hartot. The tailor called on the ” ’ prentices and other light 
persons’ of the vicinity and chased the clerk to Lyons Inn. There, three hundred 
ruffians broke windows and attacked the students. Things got worse and the 
rioting spread until a baker’s son “came into Fleet Street and there made the 
solomn proclamation for ‘clubs’ “. This was the sign for every apprentice and 
‘scholar’ to pick up a cudgel and go through the streets looting and breaking into 
shops. The Duke of Wuttemburg complained that “street-boys and apprentices 
come together in immense crowds and strike to the right and left unmercifully 
without regard for person, and because they are the strongest one is obliged to put 
up with the insult as well as the injury.” 

This then was Tudor London. Cruel, vicious, and with a total lack of in- 
hibitions. It was for these people that William Shakespeare wrote, not only for the 
educated. He wrote in a laniguage that was easily understood by these people. For 
them he included characters like Launcelot and the Gravedigger. For them he in- 
serted somewhat bawdy jokes. 

Why then has the study and interest in the works of Shakespeare become the 
subject for ‘brains’? The people who loved his work in his lifetime had far less 
education than the average high school student. Key words during his life time’. 
The most common argument against studying Shakespeare seems to be “Why 
should we read what some ‘guy’ said 400 years ago”. Yet this is the very reason 
we should read him. His words must have tremendous significance to have lasted 
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so long. He handles the most universal of questions so deftly. so intelligently, that 
we only have to consult him to know if our own thoughts have any validity. 

One interesting insight. Shakespeare didn’t write to become immortal. His 
plays were commercial, he wrote for next Saturday night. What sort of mind is it 
that can write as he did, and yet have his work be worth preserving as long as 
there is someone to read it? Lord Gray's words answer this question to anyone's 
satisfaction. “The impression produced on me by his incredible power and range 
was really that of awe: | felt almost afraid to be in the same room with him — as if 
| were in the presence of something supernatural.”
